BELFAST (AP) - Terrorist

The wall actually once was 


four separate walls, built by 
the rulers of four contending 
states in the waning days of the 
Chou dynasty when North 
China 
was 
cut 
up among 


squabbling feudal rulers. 


When Chin Shin Huang Ti, 


then Prince Cheng in the state 
of Chin, became emperor in 221 
B.C., 
he soon brought three 


contending miner vassal states 
to heel and linked them togeth- 
er. 


The emperor decided to con- 


nect all the walls with his own, 
and the result 
was called 


Chang Cheng, meaning Long 
Wall. It took 18 years to build. 
Slave laborers and prisoners 
did the work and died en masse 
in the effort. Their remains 
were buried beneath the wall's 
foundations. 


Succeeding dynasties added 


to the wall and kept it in repair 
or modified according to their 
needs. The rulers felt safe be- 
hind the barrier atop which sol- 
diers could march 10 abreast. 
It extended all the way from 
the Yellow Sea, over rugged 
hills and mountains to the Gobi 
Desert without a single break.

per-cent hike in Social Security 
benefits is off to a strong start 
in the election-year Congress.

make up for it next year with a 
stiff hike on higher incomes.

Two Americans Killed 


SAIGON (AP) — Two Ameri- 


cans were reported killed in ac- 
tion in Indochina last week—the 
same number as in the pre- 
vious week—while the number 
of wounded dropped from 28 to 
21, the U.S. Command an- 
nounced today. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand reported 208 of its men 
killed and 531 wounded. The 
South Vietnamese command re- 
ported 637 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed, nearly 500 
less than the previous week. 


Cease-fires for the Tet festi- 


val of the lunar new year were 
declared during the week—96 
hours by the Viet Cong and 24 
hours by the allies. 


It was the ninth consecutive 


week that the U.S. Command 
reported fewer than six Ameri- 
can battle deaths. 


Eight 
other 
Americans 


killed from nonhostile causes, 
the command said. This was four 
more than the week before. 


The number of Americans 


missing increased by seven to 
1,501. A U.S. spokesman said 
this probably included six U.S. 


pilots shot down Feb. 16-17 over 
North Vietnam. Five American 
pilots were presented to a news 
conference in Hanoi l?st Satur- 
day. 


The allied commands now 


have reported these total casu- 
alties for the war: 


American—45,650 killed in ac- 


tion, 302,651 wounded in action, 
and 10,077 dead from nonhostile 
causes.

H billion in benefits above 
present lovola, would locrtaae 
the average benefit from $133 
to $162 a month for a retired 
worker, $222 to $269 for a 
couple, and $114 to $153 for a 
widow, Mills said. 


The tax consequences would 


vary, principally for those in 
higher earning brackets.

Can't Withhold Rent for Repairs

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ten- 


ants seeking a constitutional 
right to hold back on rent until 
the landlord repairs their house 
or apartment have suffered a 
setback in the Supreme Court. 


"The Constitution does not 


provide judicial remedies for 
every social and economic ill," 
said Justice Byron R. White 
Wednesday in upholding most 
of an Oregon evition law. 


The case was brought by a 


Portland couple, Donald and 
Edna lindsey, whose $100-a- 
month house was declared unfit 
for habitation by city officials 
io 1969. When the landlord 
wouldn't fix things the lindseys 
held back the rent. They were 


ordered evicted. 


The Lindsey's defense was 


that they have a constitutional 
right to remain in the house 
without paying rent until the 
house is made habitable. 


At least 
four 
states—New 


York, Illinois, 
Massachusetts 


and 
Pennsylvania—have, 
by 


law, authorized tenants to with- 
hold rent in certain situations. 
Most of the others do not. 


The nub of White's opinion is 


that legislatures are free to 
give tenants this protection—or 
to rigorously protect the land- 
lord's 
property, as Oregon 


does. 


The decision gave the Und- 


seys a partial victory, however. 
The court knocked out a provi- 
sion of the state law that re- 


quires tenants to poet a double- 
bond while appealing an evic- 
tion. 


Justice William 0. Douglas 


and William J. Brennan dis- 
sented from the bulk of the rul- 
ing. Douglas said the Oregon 
law was a vestige of feudal, 
agrarian society and that to put 
a tenant "into the street when 
the slum landlord, not the slum 
tenant, is the real culprit de- 
prives the tenant of a funda- 
mental right." 


Brennan thought the state 


law needed more clarification 
from an Oregon court 


In a second ruling the court 


approved the recount former 
Rep. Richard L. Roudebush has 
been seeking in Indiana since 
his 1970 loss to third-term Sen.

Justice Potter Stewart, an- 


nouncing the 5-2 decision, said 
the Senate still is the final 
judge of who is to hold the seat.

Skim Milk From Cows 


milk depot" 
UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. 


(AP) 
— Two Pennsylvania 


State University scientists say 
it won't be long before farmers 
could be milking cows for skim 
milk, whole milk or cream. 


W. Ross Silcock, a graduate 


student, and D. Stuart Patton, 
working with the National 
Heart and Lung Institute, say 
they have discovered the first 
direct evidence of the way skim 
milk is produced in cows. 


"A cow produces skim milk 


and fat globules cream in sepa- 
rate production lines, but ho- 
mogenizes them before she is 
milked," Patton explained. 


The two research scientists 


say the skim milk is secreted 
from the lactating cell by com- 
plex membranes known as the 
Golgi vesicles. 


These membranes serve to 


collect and package skim milk 
components while they are still 
in the cell, and then push them 


into the cow's 
where they are blended with 
the cream or fat gobules, the 
scientists said. 


There probably is no great 


economic desire to produce a 
cow that gives skim milk, con* 
sidering the worth of butter 
fat," 
said Patton. He added, 


however, that such a cow could 
become desirable if the pubtte 
continues to be wary of chotea- 
terol fat, which is found in 
whole milk. 


"If we continue to reject but- 


ter fat or cream, the energy a 
cow uses to produce that fat 
would be redkted to produce 
skim milk," Patton said. 


"The significance of the 


study is aimed more at under- 
standing the cell structure 
than to regulating the price or 
quality of milk," he said "but 
after understanding the'cells, 
we then could hav« 
duce more fat, 
more everything!"

After 18 Months Priest Freed 


DANBURY, Conn. (AP) - 


"Terrific, free!," exclaimed the 
Rev. 
Daniel Berrigan, the anti- 


war priest, poet and writer as 
he walked out of a federal pris- 
on today. He was imprisoned 
for 18 months. 


The 51-year-old Jesuit, a 


simple cross hanging from his 
clerical collar, grinned broadly 
as he was cheered by nearly 
200 supporters at the prison 
gates. 


After making a trew brief re- 


marks to his supporters, Ber- 
rigan hopped into a car driven 
by his brother Jerome and 
went to a Roman Catholic 
church, where he conducted a 
religious service. 


Newsmen 
asked 
Berrigan 


what would occupy his time 
now that he is free on parole. 


"Survival and resistance," he 
said. 


What form will the resistance 


take? 


"I will have to see what hap- 


pens," the priest said. 


Berrigan was released as his 


brother Philip, also a Roman 
Catholic priest, was on trial in 
Harrisburg, Pa., on charges of 
conspiring to kidnap presiden- 
tial adviser Henry A. Kissinger. 
Both Philip and Daniel had 
been sentenced to three-year 
terms at the federal prison 
here for burning draft records 
at Catonsville, Md., in 1968. 
Philip has not been granted pa- 
role. 


Berrigan pledged today to 


live by the terms of his parole, 
but added; "I'll insist on my 


constitutional 
and 
human 


rights." 


Asked about life in prison, 


Berrigan said: "It was dreadful 
and marvelous, depending on 
whose face you were looking at. 
I made hundreds of friends. It's 
a Popsicle prison, not like At- 
tica." 


How was he treated in pris- 


on? 


"Normally—that is to say, 


like on the edge of a zoo," he 
said. 


What did he gain from prison 


life? 


"More gray hair and more 


bright thoughts," he said. 


Berrigan, wearing a black 


coat and black shirt, said he 
plans to visit his mother in Syr- 
acuse, N.Y.. before going to 
New York City.

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Theory Right, Time Is Relative

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sci- 


lentists who twice hauled atomic 
[clocks around the world in DO- 
hour trips say they've con- 
firmed what Albert Einstein 
I theorized: Time is relative. 


The flights also yielded new 


I 
time-keeping 
information 
im- 


portant to national defense, 
space exploration and naviga- 
Ition. 


One of Einstein's theories of 


I relativity holds that the time a 
clock measures depends on its 
speed relative to the earth, the 
stars and all other objects in 
the universe. 


Thus, time travels more slow- 


ly for a rapidly moving object 
than for a stationary one. 


A commonly used, theoretical 


example is that of twin broth- 
ers, aged 20. One, an astronaut, 


takes a 32-year space voyage at 
close to the speed of light, but 
by earth standards ages only 
4'4 years in that time. His stay- 
at-home brother is 52 years old 
when the astronaut returns to 
earth. 


Astronomer Richard Keating 


and physicist Joseph C. Hafele 
set cut to prove the Einstein 
theory last October when they 
flew around the world, first to 
the east and a week later to the 
west, with four atomic clocks in 
tow. 


The theory implies a clock 


traveling eastward at the 600- 
mile-an-hour speed of a jet 
plane should show an elapsed 
time a fraction of a second less 
than that of a comparable clock 
that stayed home during an 80- 
hour global night. 


The same clock traveling 


westward 
should 
show 
an 


elapsed time a fraction of a 
second greater than that of an 
earthbound clock because the 
plane would be flying against 
the earth's easterly rotation. 


Keating said in an interview 


that the first firm measure- 
ments of the trips are con- 
sistent with these 
projected 


conclusions: 


—The eastward-bound clocks 


in effect "ran slow" by 40 bil- 
lionths of a second compared 
with 
an earthbound master 


clock. Put another way, time 
contracted 
for the 
airborne 


docks. 


—Traveling 
westward, 
the 


clocks "ran fast," or tone ex- 
panded, by 275 billionths of a 
second. 


Keating said the experiment 


unquestionably demonstrated a 


••relativistic effect," the phe- 
nomenon suggested by Eisen- 
stein's theory, and marked the 
first time -'anyone has done so 
while using physictl clocks." 


He said a major purpose of 


the 180,000, Navy-financed proj- 
ect was to test how atomic 
clocks behave during plane 
trips. 


Since 19(6, the Navy has 


transported atomic clocks to 
various parts of the world to 
help assure that the huge mas- 
ter atomic clock at the U.S. 
Naval Observatory and other 
docks at U.S. military bases 
and National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration 
in- 


stallations are synchronised. 


Now that the relativistic ef- 


fect has been demonstrated, it 
win be possible to mike correc- 
tions for it, Keating said.

Enlistments Down

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


spite two big pay raises and 
choice assignments in Europe 
and Hawaii, the Army can't 
meet its enlistment quota for 
the combat branches, the most- 
critical need in an all-volunteer 
force. 


Although enlistments rose 


dramatically in 1971, the gener- 
al who oversees the Army's re- 
cruiting efforts says the Army 
was unable to fill its 5,000-man 
monthly quota of volunteers for 
the infantry, armor or artillery. 


"Even in January, the best 


recruiting month, with an all- 
out recruiting effort, with the 
new pay scale and choice of ge- 
ographic assignment, we fell 1,- 
327 men short of our goal," 
says 
Maj. Gen. Albert H. 


Smith. ^ 


"I assure you; nothing could 


have been done except to sacri- 
fice quality," he said in an in- 
terview. 


Smith contends 
enlistments 


would pick up considerably if 
the Army could begin paying 
the $3,000 combat bonus author- 


ized by Congress last fall as 
part of the draft-extension act. 
But Secretary of Defense Mel- 
vtn R. Laird has been reluctant 
to put it to use. 


The bonus would go to any 


man enlisting in the combat 
arms for three years. 


Laird, who will determine 


whether to use the bonus, told 
an interviewer he is waiting to 
see effects of the new pay 
raises—the first went into ef- 
fect into November, the second 
Jan. 1—which doubled a re- 
cruit's pay to $288 a month. 
The Army wants the bonus put 
into effect next month. 


Smith said preliminary volun- 


teer figures from February are 
short of the Army's objectives, 
foreshadowing problems for 
March, April and May, usually 
the leaner recruiting months. 


Army enlistments in the com- 


, bat arms reached a monthly 
'peak of 4,021 in June, plunged 
to 1,813 in October and climbed 
back to 3,673 in January. For 
the year, the number of men 
volunteering for the combat 
branches totaled 
26,874, 
up 


from 1,200 per cent from 3,106 
in 1970. 


Establishes New 
College Criteria 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - New 


criteria that must be met be- 
fore tax-supported colleges and 
universities can establish new 
degree programs were adopted 
Wednesday by the state Board 
of Higher Education. 


The criteria will be used by 


the institutions in preparing 
their budget requests for the 
1973-75 biennium and at any 
time a new instructional pro- 
gram is proposed at the bach- 
elor's master's or doctoral lev- 
el. 


The chief aim of the criteria 


is to prevent unnecessary dupli- 
cation of degree programs al- 
ready in existence at other in- 
stitutions. The criteria 
also 


would require the institutions to 
justify the need and the cost of 
programs they wish to institute. 


The board reviewed a report 


which covered efforts by state- 
supported colleges and univer- 
sities to drop existing programs 
for which there was no student 
demand. Most of the 
in- 


stitutions believed their existing 
programs to be justified but 


about half of them recommend- 
ed the deletion of at least one 
major field or degree 
and 


many recommended 
the ex- 


pansion of existing programs or 
the initiation of new ones. 


The most extensive recom- 


mendations for changes were 
made by Arkansas Tech at 
Russellville, according to the 
report. It recommended the eli- 
mination of 22 existing degrees 
or majors and the creation of 
four new ones.

Oiin Cbok, the state director of 
higher education, to employe a 
consultant to review a plan sug- 
gested by Cook's department to

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 


about 30 pounds overweight 
and have decided on dieting. 
I was informed by a friend 
that while dieting I should 
not exercise 
until 
I had 


reached my normal weight. 
I was told by another per- 
son that dieting and exercis- 
ing together were an unbeat- 
able combination. I would 
appreciate your opinion on 
which would be best. 


Dear Reader—Losing ex- 


cess body fat is a simple 
procedure of using more cal- 
ories than you eat. One way 
of using calories is by ex- 
ercising. Quite clearly, if 
you are able to restrict your 
calorie intake at the same 
time you are increasing your 
calories used, you will lose 
excess fat more rapidly. 


When a number of people 


exercise, 
t h e y 
stimulate 


their 
appetite and 
really 


don't stay on their diet. A 
sensible "reduction in your 
calorie intake with a sensi- 
ble exercise program main- 
tained on a continuing basis ^ 
will produce remarkable re- 
sults in a period of several 
months. To lose 30 pounds 
in a sensible manner it will 
possibly be close to a year's 
project", but you can do it 
sensibly and comfortably if 
you will take the time and 
hot try either a crash diet 
or a crash exercise effort. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I would 


like to ask a question about 
rheumatoid 
arthritis 
and 


prednisone (5 milligrams). 
My husband has been on that 
for some time. What are the 
effects if any on that low a 
dose of prednisone? He was 
on ACTH shots and they 
seemed to do him a lot more 
good than the prednisone. 
The doctor took him off 
them. What is in ACTH? 


Dear Reader — ACTH 


stands for Adreno Cortico 
Tropic Hormone. Adreno Cor- 
tico refers to the adrenal 
cortex, the small gland over 
the kidney which produces 
cortisone naturally. Predni- 
sone is a purified medicine 
which has many of the ef- 
fects of cortisone but not 
quite as many adverse side 
effects. Tropic r e f e r s to 
stimulating and H to Hor- 
mone, so basically ACTH is 
a hormone from the pitui- 
tary gland beneath the brain 
(the master 
gland) that 


stimulates production of the 
adrenal hormone. Thus, 
prednisone and ACTH have 
similar effects. 


It is usually not good to 


stay on high doses of corti- 
sone, prednisone, or ACTH 
tor arthritis. I would'suspect 
that your doctor has changed 
your* husband's medication 
to keep him from 
having 


undesirable complications 
and still try to help control 
his 
arthritis. These hor- 


mones must be used care- 
fully if one is to avoid hav- 
ing serious 
complications. 


They do not cure the arth- 
ritis". They may relieve a 
person's symptoms
